Truth    EvidoncoH,"    unj    which    was  puhlishcd    at    Mr. 
Law's,  131,  Fh'pt-stroot,   London,    l^nirlnnd,  and  early  in 
the  year  18')!,  and  hofitro  the  (^luss  \lmso — the  Crysinl 
Palace  called — was  finished  hiiililinir,  and  the  other  work 
written    in    French,    and   pnhlished    at   the  same  period, 
and  at  47,  Leicestcr-sqnaro,  London, l\n;:]and,  and  called  Le 
Palais  de  Crystal.   It  was  in  those  works  first  published  and 
foretold    or    prophesied    amonjj    all    nations,    Jews    and 
Gentiles,   this   Gospel   what  is   trufh,  as  commanded   in 
holy    writ,    and  as  foretold    in  the   thirteenth  of    Mark 
and    tenth    verse,    and   the    forty-third    of    Isaiah    and 
ninth   verse,  and    before  the  (ilass   House — the  Crystal 
Palace    called — was    finished     huildintr.       Mark    in  the 
two  works  above  named   and  published,  one   by  a  man 
and  the  other  a  woman,  by  texts  of  ^Scripture  truth  or  the 
Gospel,   so   first  published  ainonjr  nil    nations,  so  done, 
written,  it  was  prophesied  and  fon  told    what  the   Glass 
House  theu  buildinjr   would  become,   and  that   Alleluia 
would  be  sung  there^  and  that  it  would   be  ccnsecrated, 
made  a  Holy  Catholic  or  Universal  Church  of  and  House 
of  Prayer  for  all  People,  as  it  afterwards  was,  as  this  work 
will  prove ;  and  that  it  signified  to  the  nations   and  people 
upon  this   earth,  and   was   the   forerunner  of  the   New 
Jerusalem,  a  Tabernacle  to  be  seen  raised   up,  not  to  be 
taken  down,  and  as  it  is  truth  prophesied,  foretold  shall 
come  to  pass,  and  be  done  by  Jesus,  the  truth,  the  ofTspring 
of  David,  that  great  Prophet  Moses  the  prophet  wrote   of, 
and  by  the  Lord  God,  a  Spirit,  and  by  his  prophets.
